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THE BUILDING OUTLOOK 


ye Government pronouncements made during 

the past week have a special significance for 
the building industry, namely, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s hint that the cost of the war must be 
partly met by increased taxation, and Mr. Green- 
wood’s statement that he had now decided to 
institute as soon as possible a system under which 
private building might proceed only under licence. 
This latter statement followed the appearance of the 
Iron and Steel (No. 11) Order, prohibiting, with 
certain exceptions, the use of iron and steel for 
buildings except under licence. 


The form which the forthcoming licensing Order 
may take is of great interest to the industry, which 
must view with considerable perturbation any 
proposal which might have the effeet of applying 
the guillotine to private building development 
irrespective of the merits of any scheme. The fact 
that the forthcoming general Order has been pre- 
ceded by the lesser Iron and Steel Order—which 
would have been rendered unnecessary had the 
whole matter received earlier attention from official 
quarters— may be passed over if the appearance 
of the Iron and Steel Order with its immediate check 
upon the utilisation of an essential material is to be 
taken as meaning that the Government intends to 
gain time for the consideration of creating a workable 
and useful scheme in conjunction with the advice 
of the building industry. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasised that unless 
the forthcoming Order be issued in accordance with 
a general plan for the building trade then it is 
likely to do great damage to an industry: which in 
normal years has contributed an amount to the 
National Exchequer estimated at one-tenth of the 
income-tax revenue. It is essential that day-to-day 
expediencies should go in favour of a long-term 
policy for an industry whose vital importance to the 
country has never been more clearly shown than 
in the past few weeks, when the speed. and efficiency 
of its operations may well stand between us and a 
state of serious national embarrassment, to put it 
no higher. 


The sudden call upon the building trade for this 
purpose of home defence indicates very clearly 
the necessity of maintaining at an operable standard 
its resources in men and materials. To enable 
this desirable condition to exist, it is necessary to 
‘provide a flow of work which shall not fall below 








a reasonable minimum. No one suggests that two 
bricks be laid together on a private building job if 
they are required in the national interest, but it 
is clear that in time there must be slackening of 
defence building in greater or lesser degree, and 
there would seem to be every reason why, when 
that time arrives, the pool (small enough in all 
conscience) of proposed private speculative or local 
authority works should be drawn upon. A necessary 
step that should be taken at once is to set up some 
system of priority of municipal and civilian work 
so that plans could be prepared, at least for the 
early categories. This is a scheme which the 
Building Industries’ National Council has already 
considered and on which data have been prepared. 

It should not be necessary to remind official 
circles that the absence of a long-term policy has 
severe effects upon branches of the industry other 
than the contracting and operative sides, notably 
the materials manufacturers. An apt, if unhappy, 
illustration of the unwisdom of proceeding: along 
day-to-day lines is the position in regard to cement 
and, to a lesser degree, bricks. Cement works 
have been steadily closed down in whole or in part 
since the outbreak of war, and the present demand 
for defence structures has caught the cement 
industry with much lower stocks than, in the national — 
interest, is wise. A plan for maintaining building 
construction at an approximately constant level 
would have enabled the less essential works to be 
stopped and the supplies diverted. This is, of 
course, being done at the present moment on a semi- 
official priority system, but a good deal of work of 
public importance, such as air raid shelters for the 
civil population, is being held up by demands only 
slightly more urgent. 

The solution, as we have stressed, is a long-term 
plan, and this can only be laid with the full help 
and co-operation of the building industry’s central 
council. Building is a specialist craft on which 
the views of its practitioners and administrators 
should be more widely sought, in the national 
interest, than has so far been done. There are 
signs of an improvement in this direction, one of 
which is the setting up of the council of lay specialists 
(Messrs. C. E. Elcock, M. T. Tudsbery and A. S. 
Ainsley) to advise the Army Council on building 
questions, and we shall hope to see the Government 
taking the advice of the industry before framing the 
forthcoming Order on private building.

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WAR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE 


By R. Cotterell Butler, A.R.I.B.A. 
24.—EMERGENCY SCHOOLS. 


|.—CONVERSION OF 


“ The standard of safety of any area is bound to alter 
considerably during the course of a war. It may be 
modified, for instance, by the range of enemy bombing 
“planes, and again modified by the efficiency of the 
opposing country’s fighter units. Alternatively the 
standard may be completely altered by the geographical 
movement of hostilities in relation to the evacuation 
area.” 

WaR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE, NOVEMBER 3, 1939. 


During the last few weeks a considerable reorganisa- 
tion in evacuation arrangements has been necessitated 
by recent developments of the war. Areas which in 
the spring of this year could be considered “ safe ” must 
now be considered vulnerable to attack by air or even 
by land. Whether further reorganisation may become 
necessary or whether the war-front may become 
stabilised is impossible to predict, but it is clear that if 
grave difficulties are to be avoided, new evacuation 
arrangements must be planned to operate as flexibly as 
possible. 

Billeting arrangements have in this connection a 
certain advantage over those based on the erection of 
evacuation camps, since by this system no new structural 
work is needed for the provision of sleeping accommoda- 
tion. The provision of adequate sleeping accommoda- 
tion is, of course, the first essential of any evacuation 
scheme, but it is by no means the only one. Particularly 
in the case of children, the provision of some organised 
form of education is as vitally important in war as in 
peace time. 

If the unfortunate effects of war conditions are te be 
prevented from having a disastrous influence upon the 
morale of the children of this country, reception areas 
must be provided with some means of maintaining the 
systematic education of the child. 

Existing education facilities are rarely more than just 
sufficient for the requirements of peace and, in almost 
all reception areas, totally inadequate to cope with 
their evacuee complement. 

Two methods of augmenting these facilities are 
possible: (1) By the provision of small school-centres 
of a much less complex nature than those projected or 
actually carried out in connection with the original 
evacuation programme; (2) By the alteration of 
existing domestic or other buildings suitable for rapid 
conversion. 

The following brief survey is intended to outline the 
main factors which must receive the attention of both 
the builder and the architect engaged in arranging for 
the speedy, economic and efficient conversion of existing 
premises. In a subsequent article suggestions will be 
made for the provision of semi-permanent emergency 
accommodation on the lines of the hygiene centre 
already discussed. 


SELECTION OF SUITABLE BUILDINGS. 

Ideally, billeting accommodation should be selected 
in direct relation to available school accommodation. 
For many reasons this is not always practicable, and 
suitable school accommodation near by is not infre- 
quently hard to find. It is erroneous to assume that 


only buildings of considerable size are suitable, location 
being frequently a more important consideration than 
excessive accommodation. 

In most instances, reception areas will either be rural 
or semi-rural, and in districts providing adequate 
billeting accommodation large houses at short distances 
from the billets will be difficult to find. 


EXISTING PREMISES. 


For the purpose of estimating accommodation, a 
partly arbitrary decision has been accepted assuming an 
emergency population of approximately 300 children and 
70 mothers to be a reasonable population density within 
a radius of three-quarters of a mile in a typical rural 
reception area. 

For obvious reasons children’s school hours cannot be 
staggered to the extent that shifts may be arranged in 
the same way as is practicable in connection with the 
war-time use of other social services. Critical factors 
such as bedtime make this impossible. Furthermore, 
it is most important that a large part of the child’s day 
should be properly organised. 

Assuming a child should spend, say, five hours at 
school per day—three of these spent in the classroom and 
two ‘either in outdoor or indoor recreative education 
activities (including organised games)—a _ two-shift 
system would appear to provide the necessary facilities 
without interfering with reasonable home organisation. 
Thus for the given centre, classroom accommodation for 
approximately 150 children and communal accommoda- 
tion (under cover in the winter) for the other 150 
simultaneously would seem a reasonable proposition. 

Where accommodation is suitable, four classes of 40 
children would be more economical than five of 30, but 
by accepting the latter the choice of accommodation is 
increased. 

MINIMUM CLASSROOMS: Even in war time it would 
seem desirable to avoid a lower standard of accommoda- 
tion per child than 10 sq. ft. of floor space for a classroom 
of 40 children, including the adult in charge. This 
means that a reasonable minimum classroom should be 
of approximately 450 sq. ft. or, say, 20 by 22 for 40 
children, or, say, 17 by 20 for 30 children (assuming a 
ceiling height of not less than 10 ft.). 

In most rural districts houses of the ‘‘ Manor” type 
having four to six rooms of this size (ground and first 
floors) occur far more frequently than do larger houses, 
and, provided their location in relation to the billets is 
satisfactory, should with little alteration form excellent. 
temporary schools. 

COMMUNAL SPACE: To find space for outdoor recrea- 
tion is naturally not difficult in most rural districts, but. 
covered space suitable for 150 children is less easily 
obtainable. If barns or similar agricultural buildings 
are selected, they should be very carefully cleaned 
before allowing them to be used. Lime-wash prepared. 
from freshly slaked lime is excellent for lightening walls 
and beams, and is at the same time strongly anti- 
septic. If the maximum reflection is not required, the 
limewash may be tinted with ochre to obtain a more 
pleasant effect. 

FLOORS : In selecting buildings, particularly careful 
examination should be made of floors. Domestic floors, 
even in generally well-built houses, are rarely designed 
to carry more than purely domestic loading, and in 
certain cases deterioration of the timbers may have 
taken place. Wherever any doubt exists as to the 
adequacy of the floor, strutting should be carried out, 
for not only will the floor have to carry a load consider- 
ably in excess of normal, but the danger of weakening 
from the vibration caused from children playing or from 
the effects of explosions (even at considerable distances) 
will often be present. For the same reasons, centre 
walls should not be removed to give more space unless it 
is made quite certain that the strength of the structure 
is not impaired thereby. 
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STAIRCASES: The “ going ” of staircases which are 
to be used by young children must be sufficiently easy, 
otherwise the upper rooms of the house should be used 
only by the older children. This is, in any case, a wise 
measure to adopt. Handrails should be fitted where 
necessary, and any dangerous wells should be provided 
with guards. 


In the interests of easy maintenance, stair carpets 
should be removed, and suitable non-slip treads fitted 
in place. No treatment to the risers is necessary 
beyond a coat of antiseptic stain or other preservative. 


WINDOWS: It is assumed that houses selected for 
use as emergency schools will have the rooms which are 
to be used as classrooms already provided with a 
reasonable standard of natural lighting. Certainly it 
will be rarely worth while to undertake extensive 
window reconstruction, except in exceptional cir- 
cumstances. The reasons for this are obvious—first, 









the measure would be uneconomic except as a last 
resource ; second, the materials necessary for window 
frame construction are (with the exception of concrete 
which is only suitable for non-opening frames) just 
those difficult to obtain at the moment; third, and 
particularly in old buildings, structural complications 
frequently result from attempts to replace wall areas 
by voids. : 

However, apart from the major alterations mentioned 
above two secondary measures may be taken to increase 
illumination and ventilation respectively. 

The ceilings and walls parallel to and behind the rows 
of desks or tables may be painted a light colour to reflect 
light. (The wall area immediately in front of the 
children should never be brilliantly reflective but rather 
a low-toned colour of a non-actinic nature, such as 
grey-green.) 

Few domestic rooms are adequately provided with 
cross ventilation, and this should be obtained by intro-

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ducing vents at high level in the wall opposite the 
windows. This is desirable even where it may mean 
ventilating through a wall separating two classrooms. 
Unless the ventilation provided by the windows is 
particularly good and easy to control, it will be desirable 
to introduce controlled ventilators at high and low 
levels above and below or between the windows. 


Simple controlled ventilation may be provided without 
the use of either timber or metal, by clay or concrete 
air bricks with ntovable louvres of asbestos-cement or 
composition board. 

Black-out and black-out ventilation should receive 
consideration at the time the general alteration work is 
being carried out, particularly where the school may be 
used for adult purposes in the evenings. As far as 
purely juvenile classes are concerned, school hours even 
in winter may generally be staggered to avoid the need 
for regular artificial lighting, yet the problem of blacking- 
out during poor daylight will have to be considered. 


HEATING: Some form of heating system will 
obviously have to be considered, the usual domestic fire 
at one end of the classroom being thoroughly un- 
satisfactory, even in war-time. 

Where either gas or electricity is available, heating 
units fitted under or by the windows, operated by 
either of these sources of power, may be installed 
rapidly and demand less metal than a hot-water installa- 
tion requiring radiators, piping, and, of course, boiler 
and supply tank. If, either for reasons of economy or 
lack of power, a hot-water system has to be used, this 
should be of the simplest type possible. All pipe runs 
should be exposed and inside the building, thus allowing 
full value to be obtained from the heat supplied without 
the need for insulation. 

SANITATION: Adequate sanitation accommodation 
will rarely be found in existence in the building before 
conversion, and in any case will neither be of a suitable 
type nor properly arranged for the use of school-children. 

The use of standardised sanitation units of pre- 
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fabricated design, suitable for addition to existing 
buildings, would appear to be the best solution to this 
problem, and cannot be too highly advocated. 

Where this is possible, such sanitation units may be 
combined with a hygiene centre, and would form the 
basis of a rural social service unit of important post-war 
value. 

GENERAL FINISHES: Great changes in the character, 
general appearance and psychological effect of a building 
may be obtained by the intelligent use of paint. 

By treating a domestic room with a general finish in 
one light colour, unity of effect and a smoothing away 
of irritating architectural detail may be effected at little 
expense. Similarly, an odd-shaped room may be made 
to focus attention upon any given area by treating this 
differently from the remainder. In the case of a class- 
room, the advantages of treating the walls and ceiling 
with a light-reflecting colour and finishing the wall in 
front of the child’s eyes in a suitable non-actinic finish 
will not only focus his attention upon the blackboard 
and the teacher, but will help to encourage concentra- 
tion. Outbuildings should be treated with antiseptic 
washes or slurrys before use, and old floors should be 
similarly treated, either with spirit stains (antiseptic in 
themselves) or an antiseptic water stain, and then an 
oil finish. 

Cracks and crevices in walls and floors should be 
filled to prevent harbourage for vermin, and everything 
possible be done to ensure easy maintenance and a 
bright and cheerful appearance. 

Lastly, a little time and expense employed on such 
exterior details as making doors bright and inviting will 
be well speat, brightly coloured entrance doors having a 
surprising degree of effect upon the mind of children 
having to use the building. Under war-time conditions 
everything which can be done to preserve the equanimity 
of the child from the unhappy effects of war psychoses 
is of the greatest importance to the country and the 
world in general, and cannot receive too much attention.

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John Murray, F.R.1.B.A., F.S.1. 


We regret to record the death, on 
July 11, of Mr. John Murray, F.R.I.B.A., 
F.S.I. The funeral was at Beaconsfield, 
on Saturday last. 


Mr. Murray, who was born in 1864, was 
the Crown Architect and Surveyor for 
London from 1904 to 1929, when he retired 
and was succeeded by Messrs. Clutton. 
He was never a Civil Servant, but was 
employed by the Crown in an indepen- 
dent capacity, and since his retirement 
had been occasionally consulted on matters 
of which he had special knowledge. 


He served his articles with the late 
Edward Crosse and studied at the Royal 
Academy Schools and the Architectural 
Association, afterwards travelling in 
France, Italy and Austria. In his early 
years of practice he won competitions 
for the new Rotherhithe Town Hall and 
the reconstruction of the Westminster 
City Hall (jointly with F. Foster). Later 
works were the Welsh Calvinistic 
Church, Willesden-lane, N.W., and busi- 
ness premises for Messrs. D. H. Evans & 
Co., Oxford-street. 


His most important work for the Crown 
was the Office of H.M. Woods, Forests 
and Land Revenues in Whitehall, next 
to the War Office, a work in the English 


Government Office tradition of the earlier 
years of the present century. Mr. Murray 
was also respons:ble for the direction and 
supervision of many new buildings on the 
Crown Estate in the West End of London, 
including the rebuilding of Regent-street. 
Another important work for the Crown 
was the rebuilding of Cumberland Lodge, 
Windsor Park. His most recent work 
consisted of extensive aiterations and im- 
provements at the Theatre Royal, Hay- 
market. 


Throughout his career Mr. Murray took 
a lively interest in the development and 
improvement of London, and in his later 
years evolved a number of schemes that 
attracted a good deal of attention but 
were never carried out. These included 
the replanning of the south side of the 
Thames in connection with a new 
Charing Cross Bridge, and a_ great 
scheme of underground arterial roadways 
capable of being used as air-raid shelters. 


Mr. Murray was elected an Associate of 
the R.I.B.A. in 1892 and a Fellow in 1900. 
He was of an amiable though somewhat 
retiring disposition. He took no part in 
Institute affairs and was almost unknown 
to the modern generation of architects. 
Nevertheless, he had a_ considerable 
share in the development, of a large part 
of modern London, whose interests he had 
greatly at heart. 


The great number of architects who 
have passed through the office of Sir 
Aston Webb since the beginning of the 
century and are now scattered throughout 
the world, and many others outside the 
profession who have been associated with 
his work, will regret to hear of the death 
of Mr. Charles Pickford, which occurred 
on July 10. He passed away in his sleep 
at the age of 73. 

A. C. P. writes :— 

He joined the staff of Sir Aston Webb 
on January 1, 1897, and remained with 
the firm until the end of 1939. Within a 
short time he had become chief assistant, 
and as such was ‘associated with most of 
the great works carried out by Sir Aston 
during this period, including the Royal 
Naval College at Dartmouth, the Royal 
College of Science for Ireland, the 
Government Offices at Dublin, the Queen 
Victoria Memorial, the refronting of 
Buckingham Palace, etc. 

During his years of service many 
younger men passed through the office, 
and Charles Pickford was ever willing to 
help them with advice and- encourage- 
ment, always maintaining an interest in 
their later careers.

Tue Zachary Merton Home,Surrey, 
is one of a number which have been 
erected as the result of a bequest of 
over £300,000 by the late Mr. 
Zachary Merton, to be devoted en- 
tirely to the building and equip- 
ment, but not the maintenance, of 
convalescent homes. 

Under this bequest the Zachary 
Merton Trust, of which Mr. R. 
Holland-Martin is Chairman, has 
built thirteen or fourteen homes in 
various parts of the country. Mr. 
W. H. Ansell, M.C., P.R.I.B.A., has 
been their advisory architect for all 
the homes, but has himself designed 
and carried out this home for the 
London Hospital. 

The home is planned for twelve 
children and thirty-eight women 
convalescents. It stands on a beau- 
tiful but d‘fficult site, owing to its 
considerable fall. The Committee 
insisted on a level floor to the 
ground floor throughout the build- 
ing, and this has been obtained. 

Quantities were prepared by 
Messrs. John Leaning & Sons. The 
general foreman was Mr. J. Potts.

GENERAL.—The first block of the 
existing buildings of the United 
University Club wus begun in 1904, 
replacing the original building by 
Wilkins. A considerable addition 
in Suffolk-street was built in 1924, 
and the new building occupying the 
site bounded by Pall Mall East 
and Whitcomb-street has been com- 
pleted under the superintendence of 
Mr. Austin Blomfield in 1939-40 
to the original designs prepared hy 
Sir Reginald Blomfield, R.A., in 
1904. On the accompanying plan 
(see next page) the 1904 and 1924 
buildings are tinted black, the new 
building of 1939-40 is in outline only. 

Pitan.—The basement of the new 
building contains kitchen and 
offices. On the ground floor there is 
an extension of the smoking-room, 
and a passage-way has been formed 
on the east side for access to the

premises of Hatch Mansfield, the 
wine merchants, who have moved 
their office further north.

There is a separate entrance, 
stairs and lift. for the ladies’ quar- 
ters on the first and ground floors.

On the fourth floor there 
are four more bedrooms and the

altogether a somewhat intricate 
piece of planning.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Unemployed Operatives. . 
MR. UaRY asked the Minister of Labour if 
he had any statement to make in regard to 
the deputation which waited upon. him on 
Monday (June 4) and which represented 
250,000 unemployed operatives in the building 
trades; and would he state how he proposed 
to utilise, without further delay, this immetise 
pool of skilful and patriotic labour for getting 
greater drive into the national war effort. 
Mr. Bevin said that the deputation referred 
to represented certain unemployed building 
trade workers in the London area. He did not 
understand his hon. friend’s reference to 
250,000 unemployed operatives in the building 
trades. The total-number in these trades un- 
employed at the date of the returns for May 20 
was 87,226, of whom, about half were skilled 
operatives. The indications. were that there 
had since been a substantial reduction in this 
number. Energetic steps were being taken 
to transfer to important Government work 
skilled operatives of the types required. The 
lew agreement on wages and conditions, in- 
cluding the question of travelling and sub- 
sistence allowances, on important Government 
work would be of great assistance in the task 
of moving labour to places away from home 
where it was required. Furthermore, the 
Undertakings (Restriction on Engagement) 
Order which had recently come into force was 
being administered in such a way as to ensqire 
that for the future unemployed labour in this 
industry would be utilised in preference to 
the admission of workers from other industries. 


Luxury Building to be Stopped. 

Mr. A. Epwarps asked the Minister with- 
out Portfolio if he would give directions that 
neither men nor materials should be used for 
buildings other than. those within reasonable 
distance of completion and essential for war 
purposes; and if he was aware that whilst 
possible targets for enemy bombers were 
being protected, new targets were being built 
for no apparent purpose, and that this waste 
of labour and material was inconsistent with 
appeals for extra war effort and economy. 

Mr. GREENWOOD said that the building 
programme of the Government had recently 
been reviewed so as to concentrate the avail- 
able resources of labour and materials upon 
the acceleration of vital works nearing com- 
pletion, and arrangements had been made to 
divert labour and materials to these works 
from others of less immediate urgency. If 
the Hon. Member would bring to his notice 
any case in which work was proceeding on a 
Government building which did not appear 
to be of urgent national importance he 
would gladly make inquiries. 

Mr. Cocks asked the Minister without 
Portfolio whether the Government would 
issue an Order immediately stopping all work 
on private building and transferring building 
labour and material to the work of convert- 
ing, under military .direction, every town, 
bridge, railway station, mountain pass, 
beach, inlet, landing place and strategic 
centre into strong fortified positions. 

Mr. GREENWOOD said that emergency defence 
works had absolute priority over all other 
building operations, and arrangements were 
in force to supply the labour and materials 
required for these works by transferring 
them as necessary from private building or 
other works. It had now been decided to 
institute as soon as possible a system under 
which private building might proceed only 
under licence. 


Purchase of Land for Aerodrome. 

Mr. Sroxes again raised the question of the 
purchase by the Government of 160 acres of 
bog-land at Bogside, Glasgow, as a site for an 
aerodrome. 

Srr A. Srncratr, Secretary of State for Air 
(Caithness and Sutherland, L.), said that one 
of the subjects of criticism was that finaricial 
considerations in the seléction of this particu- 
lar site had not received the close scrutiny to 
which they should have been subjected. On 
his part he accepted that admonition, and’ he 
would endeavour to be a faithful steward of 
the public moneys entrusted to him. To meet 
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criticisms which had been made he had given 
instructions in the Ministry that detailed 
estimates were invariably to be prepared 
before the purchase of any site was approved, 
and these would be carefully examined by 
the Finance Divisions concerned. He found 
that even before the Sub-Committee’s inquiry 
had begun a request for additior/al supervising 
staff had been made, and two additional super- 
vising land officers had been posted to the 
land branch. In future all estimates would 
be submitted in detail to one of these officers 
before submission to the Finance Division. 

Lastly, as to seeking local advice, instruc- 
tions had been’ given that if a specially expen- 
sive or difficult site was to be acquired a 
second opinion and advice was to be obtained 
from a suitable valuer and land agent in the 
neighbourhood. 


Bricks and Shelters. 

Mr. Noe, Baker asked the Home Secre- 
tary to what extent the construction of air- 
raid shelters had been impeded by difficulties 
in the transport of bricks; and what steps he 
proposed to take to remove these difficulties. 

Str JOHN ANDERSON said that the question 
of obtaining increased supplies of bricks for 
this and other purposes was under review by 
the Government; but he had no reason to 
believe that transport difficulties had played 
any significant part in present shortages. 

Mr. Noex Baker asked whether the atten- 
tion of the Minister had been called to 
reports from many local authorities who were 
not able to get bricks because they were not 
allowed to carry them by lorry more than 30 
miles by road. 

Sm J. ANDERSON said that complaint was 
made some time ago, but he believed the 
present position was that it was a question of 
shortage of supply and not of transport. 

Mr. Tuurtie: If information is brought 
to the right hon. gentleman’s notice that the 
difficulty is still transport, -will he take 
action ? 

Sm J. Anperson: I certainly will, be- 
cause I am most anxious that bricks should 
be available for civil defence purposes in the 
most vulnerable areas. 

Mr. VerNon Bartiert asked whether the 
Minister was aware that local brickworks all 
over the country were going broke because 
they could not get business, and that in most 
cases when they sought to sell their accumu- 
lated stocks they were told that they must 
wait until the great monopoly brick concerns 
produced the bricks. 

Mr. AnpDeRsoN: Is the right hon. gentle- 
man aware that on the main-liné railways 
out of London there are millions of bricks 
standing in the sidings? 

Str J. Anperson: Those bricks may be 
required for purposes near at hand. The 
whole matter is receiving attention.

EXPORT GROUP FOR CON- 
STRUCTIONAL INDUSTRIES 


A puBLIc meeting of civil engineering, 
building and public works contractors 
was held at the offices of the Nationa! 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
at. 82, New Cavendish- street, London, 
W.1, on Wednesday afternoon, for the 
purpose of considering the attitude of the 
Constructional Industries towards the 
National Export Drive. The meeting was 
attended by the representatives of over 
160 leading firms of British contractor: 
who were interested in the undertakin: 
of works contracts overseas. 

Upon the motion of Mr. H. T. Hollo- 
way, president of the Federation of Civi! 
Engineering Contractors, Mr. C. Ker- 
RIDGE, president of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, was 
invited to take the chair. 

On behalf of the Export Council of the 
Board of Trade, Lorp Forres, a member 
of. the executive committee of that Coun- 
cil, addressed the meeting. The main- 
tenance and increase of our export trade 
is a matter of first-rate importance to our 
national welfare and progress. The un- 
dertaking of contracts abroad by British 
contractors represents an invisible export 
of importance in the national economy. 
The development of overseas markets for 
manufactured goods (which will become 
increasingly important) will be in- 
fluenced to a large extent by the amount 
of new constructional development which 
takes place in such overseas countries. 
As a result of the execution of construc- 
tional works by British contractors, ex- 
port markets will be found for steel, 
cement, machinery and for all types of 
manufactured goods such as fixtures and 
fittings, electrical goods, pipes, .sanitary 
fittings, etc. It was pointed out that 
avery advantage should now be taken of 
the opportunity afforded of building up 
a contracting business overseas. 

A RESOLUTION was accordingly passed 
by the meeting setting up an Export 
Group for the Constructional Industries 
The objects of this Group are to obtain 
information as to prospective contracts 
abroad, whether public or private, and 
to circulate such information among 
members of the Group; to devise ways 
and means by which helpful co-operation 
may be encouraged and harmful com- 
petition avoided among British contrac- 
tors for overseas markets and an equit- 
able distribution of contracts arranged 
among members of the Group according 
to the type of works in which they 
specialise; to arrange for the method of 
financing payments for work overseas 
and generally to provide information 
upon all matters affecting conditions of 
contracting overseas. 

This new Group, which has the full 
support of the Export Council of the 
Board of Trade, will form an important 
unit in the National Export Drive. At a 
time when all the resources of the nation 
are directed to the war effort and to the 
defence of these islands, the value of 
invisible exports is greatly enhanced. 
The question of undertaking contracts 
overseas is one which will commend itself 
to British contractors in the national in- 
terest, but overseas countries also pro- 
vide a field for profitable development. 

Civil engineering, building and public 
works contractors are accordingly invited 
to join the Export Group for the Con- 
structional Industries. Information in 
regard thereto may be obtained from the 
Secretary at 82, New Cavendish-street. 
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A SIMPLE 
PORTAL FRAME 





Recent tests made to prove the estimated 
strength of a new type of concrete roof truss 
have indicated that the frame for a 60 ft. x 
20ft. military hut can be erected in concrete 
with the use of only 10 cwt. of reinforcement. 
The weight permitted officially for a hut of 
this size is 15 cwt. 

The roof principal shown on the accom- 
panying drawing was made by Messrs. 
Girlings. Ferro-Concrete Co., Ltd,, and 
erected in their stockyard at Feltham, and 
the design stresses were :— 

£.t. 18,000 lb. per sq. in. 
fc. 750 lb. per sq. in. 
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A 1:2:4 mix of concrete was used, and 
the test was carried out under the supervision 


of Mr. J. C. Hughes and Mr. Davies, the 
designers. The design load was 15 lb. per sq. 
ft. normal to the roof surface. It is intended 
to use frames of this type at 12 ft. centres 
giving a span of 18ft. 6in., each frame to 
carry a total dead load of 2,502lb. This 
weight is made up by four purlins 12 ft. long 
= 912lb., asbestos sheeting 12 ft. x 20 ft. = 
840 lb., plus the weight of the rafter, 20 ft. x 
5in. x 74in. = 750 lb. 

The frame was loaded with concrete kerbs, 
each weighing 149]b., carried on a timber

platform which, with its suspension gear, 
weighed 8401b. The platform was carried by 
the truss in such a way that the total weight 
was applied at the purlin supports. To begin 
with, one half of the frame was loaded with 
26 units representing 4,300 lb., when a deflec- 
tion of .15in. was observed at the crown of 
the frame. The other half of the frame was 
then similarly loaded, and a deflection of 
.29 in. -was recorded. The deflection increased 
to .6lin. when an additional 20 units: were 
added to one side, bringing the load to 
11.580 lb. A similar addition to the other 
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side increased the deflection to 1.lin. (load 
14,560 Ib.). 


The first signs of failure were observed at 
this point, radial cracks appearing at both 
haunches at the top of the columns. The load 
was left on for a day and a half, and on 
examination no increase in the size of the 
cracks was apparent. That the load carried 
was roughly seven times that of the dead 
load for which the frame was designed indi- 
cates that even further modifications could be 
made. 


The test was conducted at the request of 
the Garrison Engineer, 48th A.A. Brigade, 
who was represented by Capt. K. Cummings, 
R.E. Others present at the test were Messrs. 
Truett & Steel, contractors; Mr. W. Hughes 
and Mr. Davis, directors of Reinforced Con- 
crete Specialists; Mr. F. Burren and Mr. 
P. G. Bowie, of the Cement and Concrete 
Association. 


THE HOUSING CENTRE 


FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING. 

THE annual meeting of the Housing Centre 
took place on Wednesday, July 10. Sir 
Reginald Rowé, in making an address from 
the chair, announced that during the same 
afternoon the Centre had been honoured by 
a visit from H.R.H. the Duchess of Kent, 
who had inspected the A.R.P. exhibition, 
“Protect Your Homes.” 


In paying a tribute to the late Sir Ray- 
mond Unwin, who had been a member of 
the Housing Centre Executive Committee, 
Srr REGINALD said it was an honour to the 
Centre to have been associated with someone 
who devoted all his interests and work and 
his great knowledge of planning and housing 
to leaving the world a better place than he 
had found it. 


The adoption of the annual report and 
accounts was proposed by Miss A. M. 
Lupton, vice-chairman. 

Mr. E. J. Carter, A.R.1.B.A., in second- 
ing the motion, described two of the“year’s 
achievements in particular. These were the 
appointment of a joint committee of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
National Council of Social Service, and the 
Housing Centre, to investigate the problem 
of community centre buildings, and the call- 
ing of a conference at which the 1940 Coun- 
cil, a Council to promote the planning of 
social environment, had -been set up. He 
thought that both enterprises had led to an 
intelligent centralisation and extension of 
work which was previously diffused. 


The community centres research had been 
undertaken because at the time many 
schemes for buildings were being put for- 
ward under the National Fitness Campaign, 
and there was no adequate information in 
existence by which these could be judged to 
ensure that the money spent was well used. 
On the joint application of the three bodies 
concerned, the Leverhulme Trust had made 
a grant of £600 for the research. The proce- 
dure then adopted had been to set up a joint 
committee independent of the three bodies, 
but working at the Housing Centre. Mr. 
Gordon Stevenson, A.R.I.B.A., and his wife 
had been appointed research officers, and, in 
the speaker’s opinion, had produced a draft 
programme which in itself was a brilliantly 
thorough document which would form a 
permanent basis for the research. The Com- 
mittee owed a debt to its chairman, Miss 
J. G. Ledeboer, A.R.I.B.A. At a meeting 
held only two days ago the Chairman had 
been able to announce a gift to the 1940

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THE MAINTENANCE 
PERIOD 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Hon. A.R.1.B.A., 
A.S.1., ete., and N. P. GREIG, B.A. 


Tue usual maintenance period agreed upon 
by the parties to a building or engineering 
contract opens with the date on which the 
work covered by or dealt with by the contract 
can be said to be completed virtually or practi- 
cally and when the penultimate or completion 
certificate is given by the architect. 

The contractor is responsible for making 
good all the: matent defects which appear in 
the contract work during this period, but he 
is not to be held liable for repairs made neces- 
sary during the period by dilapidation and 
waste unless he has specifically contracted to 
carry out these also. i 

Therefore, the system of inserting a ‘‘ main- 
tenance ’’ clause in the contract defining this 
period has the effect of fixing and limiting 
the time extent of the contractor’s liability for 
defects, except those which are latent. As to 
these latter, there is no doubt that the con- 
tractor’s liability for latent defects (i.é., 
defects due to bad or improper work done 
during the period of the contract) continues, 
and includes such as are not discovered until 
long after the maintenance period has expired. 
In one imstance, at least, a contractor was 
called upon to make good latent defects four 
years after the termination of the contract. Of 
course, the Statute of Limitations would dis- 
charge him from further liability after the 
lapse of six years. 

In carrying out his duties under any con- 
tract, both to his client and to the contractor, 
the architect is bound to give the penultimate 
or completion certificate at the proper junc- 
ture, and he must be reasonable in his decision 
as to when that time has been reached, which 
is as soon as the contract work is completed. 
He is also under an obligation to give the con- 
tractor notice of the defects which he is liable 
to make good, at a date which allows a 
reasonable length of time to do the repairs 
before the expiration of the maintenance 
period. And in every instance the contractor 
must be given facilities to do the work re- 
quired by the notice, even if the building 
owner has gone into occupation and the work 
would cause him disturbance and _incon- 
venience.

FLAT ROOFS AND AIR 
ATTACK 


Mr. 8. C. Marrrort, Manager, Building 
Department, the Limmer and Trinida 
Lake Asphalt Co., Ltd., writes :— : 

With over forty years’ experience in the 
use of asphalt in building construction I am 
surprised that little consideration is given by 
owners of property to the conversion of flat 
asphalt roofs into miniature reservoirs for 
safeguard against fire in the event of their 
penetration during air attack. The process of 
conversion is simplified by the fact that an 
asphalt roof is usually constructed to falls, 
and where it is surrounded by a parapet wall, 
all that is necessary is to block the outlets up 
to a sufficient height to give an average depth 
of 3in. of water over the whole area. In the 
absence of a parapet wall a Yin. x Yin. brick 
wall or precast concrete kerb waterproofed 
with asphalt, with 44-in. high outlets at 
intervals, would meet the case. 

I would further. suggest that larger roofs 
should be subdivided into sections by means 
of strips across the roof of similar construc- 
tion, so that in the event of an incendiary 
bomb penetrating the structure, sufficient 
water to extinguish any fire caused would 
follow in its track, but only one section of 
the roof acting as a reservoir might be 
affected. An average depth of 3in. of water 
over 100 square yards of roofing would impose 
an evenly distributed load approximately 74 
tons, or 1,687 gallons, of water over the 
whole area, and such an area could be sub- 
divided into five, or even more, separate 
water-holding sections. 

The construction of water-holding roofs is 
largely practised in the textile industry, and 
my suggestion is that it could be extended in 
these times to the protection of civil property. 


Building for Social Services. 


A statement by the Council of the 
A.A.S.T.A., under the title “‘ Building for 
Social Services must goon,” has been 
circulated to architects and interested 
organisations in the building industry as 
part of a general campaign to secure a 
reversal of the Government’s policy with 
regard to civil building. The leaflet, after 
pointing out that there are vast resources 
of the building industry which are 
stagnating, stresses the urgent need for 
hospitals, housing, schools, evacuation 
camps, and more adequate air-raid pro- 
tection, and urges that public opinion 
should be organised on as wide a basis 
as possible “‘ to demand from the Govern- 
ment that the industry should be allowed 
to supply these needs.”

What is believed to be the first prosecution‘ 
of its kind under the Civil Defence Act, 1939, 
came before Mr. J. B. Sandbach, K.C.,- at 
the Marlborough-street Police Court on 
July 16, when Mr. J. C. Jones, of Pall Mall, 
the owner of a commercial building accom- 
modating 450 people in Foley-street; W., was 
fined £25 with 10 guineas costs for failing 
to provide an air-raid shelter of the approved 
standard for all persons in the buildizg. 

Mr. E. A. Morling, who uted for the 
Marylebone Borough Council, said that plans 
submitted - by Jones were approved .on 
October 11. Under the Act Jones could have 
obtained an Exchequer. grant and could have 
charged the companies occupying the build- 
ing an increased rent if he had acted 
within a prescribed time; but he had done 
ifeither, and as there were 450 people in the 
building without any air-raid protection what- 
ever, the council took a serious view of the 
matter. 

In reply to the Magistrate, Mr. Morling 
said that Jones appealed against the notice to 
the Ministry, but the appeal was dismissed, 
and. although he was allowed another six 


weeks, nothing had been done except the’ 


deposit of 400 bricks at the premises. 

In fining Jones £25 Mr. Sandbach told 
him he must get the work done or he would 
a liable to a day-by-day penalty.—Tlhy
